The listing included Malagasy, 
Malayalam, Mandinka, Marathi, 
Menden, Mongo, Mongolian and 
Mossi in one alphabetical group- 
ing. 


The study group, headed by 
Prof. C. H. Philips, director of 
the University of London School 
of Oriental and African Studies, 
was initiated by the 1958 NATO 
parliamentarians conference, at 
Jackson’s suggestion.

Eligibility of Yusuke Saito to 
sit as a senior judge at the Sup- 
reme Court’s hearing of the 
Sunakawa case was challenged 
yesterday by defense counsel.

Hundreds of Indonesian stu- 
dents will be sent to Japan to 
drink at the fountains Japa- 
nese universities—that is, of the 
knowledge and science of Ja- 
pan—in the future, President 
Sukarno of Indonesia told some 
2,000 cheering Waseda Univer- 
sity students at the Okuma 
Memorial Auditorium yesterday. 

Speaking in English, Sukarno 
sent his audience into laughter 
when he emphasized the word 
“drink” and said “in the near 
future, many hundreds of Indo- 
nesian students will come here, 
not only to drink—drink from 
your sources of knowledge and 
science—but to build up friend- 
ship between the two nations.” 

The Indonesian leader was 
greeted with loud applause 
when he praised the 1905 vic- 
tory of Japan over Czarist Rus- 
sia as a big historical event that 
stimulated the awakening of 
national movements in other 
Asian countries. ) 

Touching on education in 
Indonesia, Sukarno said that 
there were few students in his 
country when it was under 
Dutch rule, but today there are 
some 10 million pupils in ele- 
mentary schools, 500,000 in high 
schools and approximately 40,- 
000 enrolled in colleges. 

Indonesian Ambassador R. A. 
Asmaocen, who accompanied 
Sukarno revealed that his coun- 
try hopes to send 1,000 univer- 
sity students and 1,000 specializ- 
ed trainees to Japan over. the 
next eight years using World 
War II reparations payments to 
finance them. 

Sukarno also said, “I refused 
to go to Hiroshima .. . I cannot 
stand the destruction of Hiro- 
shima.” 

He said “It is the symbol not 
of progress, but of reversion.” 

Reminding his audience he 
is a graduate engineer and 
architect, the 58-year-old Pres- 
ident declared, “Everywhere I 
go, I ask that science be used 
for the benefit of mankind and 
not for destruction. .. . 

“With science we can soon 
reach the moon,” Sukarno said. 
“We ean send sputniks and 
Vanguards into space. Science 
can contro] nature, but science 
cannot yet control the evil 
hearts of man.”

Socialist Defeat 


The answer depends on one’s 
viewpoint. According to Radio 
Moscow, for instance, the So- 
cialistse “won” in the election 
because it upped its House of 
Councillors strength of 78 seats 
to 85, which is a seat more than 
the one-third necessary to block 
any attempt at constitutional 
amendment. On the other 
hand, the Liberal-Democrats in- 
creased their strength by only 
five seats. 

However, the Socialists them- 
selves humbly admit their own 
defeat, which becomes obvious 
when the percentage of their 
ballots to the total is studied 
in comparison with previous 
figures and against the conser- 
vative counte 


rparts.

The conservatives perceptibly 
gained this time in terms of per- 
centage over 1956 though not as 
much as in the case of 1956 
over 1953. The Socialist figures, 
on the other hand, went down 
this time as compared with the 
preceding ones. There could be 
no other implication but that 
they are losing popular support. 
Another yardstick for evaluat 
ing election results is the effec- 
tiveness of ballots cast for par- 
ties. In the case of the Liberal- 
Democrats, for instance, it ran 
36 candidates from the national 
constituency and 22 of them got 
in. It makes a hitting score of 
61 per cent. Likewise on the 
jocal districts, “the figure is 75 
per cent, These indicate a vast 
improvement over the preced 
ing record of 1956 when the 
percentages were 35 and 66 re 
spectively. 
The Socialists, however, show 
an opposite trend. In 1956, the 
rcentages for the national and 
1 districts were 72 and 53 
respectively, but they went 
down this time to 63 and 40. It 
means that the conservative 
party is, relatively speaking, im- 
proving its election strategy 
through maximum utilization of 
available votes. This was partly 
accomplished by’ limiting the 
number of candidates. 


Cause of Decline 


A question of paramount im- 
portance to the Socialists of 
course, is what caused the de 
cline. The answer is found in 
their platform and its past ac- 
tivities. 


In terms of foreign policy, 
their pet attack on the conserva- 
tive idea of aligning Japan with 
the Free World and criticizing 
the attempted revision of the 
U.S-Japan Security Treaty 
clearly backfired. Despite all 
the signs to the contrary ob- 
served in the mass media, the 
nation as a whole still prefers 
the conservative foreign policy 
to the reckless one advocated by 
the Socialists. 


Regarding domestic policy, it 
is noteworthy that the Socialist 
candidates suffered either ‘set- 
backs or outright defeats in 
such prefectures as Wakayama, 
Kochi and Ehime where the 
Japan Teachers Union fought 
violent battles against the teact- 
ers’ efficiency rating system 
this year and last. 

A major task to confront 
Socialist leaders in the months 
to come would be to get to the 
bottom of the vexed question of 
whether theirs should be a 
Marxist “class” party or a party 
dedicated to the cause the 
entire people.

This may 
have placed him at a disadvan- 
tage in that he lost contact with 
Kansai businessmen, but on the 
other hand, he benefited greatly 
from his association in Tokyo’s 
litical and business circles.

Nimble-minded Hotta’ does 
not confine his theorizing to 
financial matters but has an 
ability to grasp the over-all 
situation.

Death of Imre Nagy 


‘Light Shed on Mind of Neo-Stalinists

Today, June 17, is the first an- 
niversary of the execution by the

We are told that the death 
of Imre Nagy and four of his 
colleagues shows that the neo- 
Stalin world of Chinese and 
Russian communism is stepping 
up its new cold war against 
Tito’s Yugoslavia. 

That we are told this, that 
editors in newspapers where 
there is free discussion should 
be necessarily obliged to de- 
duce it, seems an outrage 
against human reason every- 
where: especially coming as it 
does at the time when Khrush- 
chev has sent a note to the 
heads of the Western states ask- 
ing whether they are sincere 
in their desire for summit 
talks. 


Talks, we are reminded, when 
they are conducted on the terms 
laid down by the Kremlin, con- 
sist of fragments of lead being 
driven through the brain cells 
of one of the discutants by the 
other. Or, when these ideal 
conditions cannot be arranged, 
they consist of the murder of 
a third party (the Hungarians) 
by a first party (the Russians) 
in order to illustrate a point 
made to a second party (the 
Yugoslavs). 


Yet editors are probably right. 
A point has been made in 
blood for the benefit of Yugos- 
lavs, and perhaps also for the 
Poles, and many others. 


No Confession Made 

We are obliged to ask our- 
selves what advance there has 
been in civilization since the 
death of Stalin. And we can 
take what comfort we are able 
from two things: that apparent- 
ly Imre Nagy made no, or at 
most only a partial confession 
—from which one might de- 
duce that the methods of forc- 
ing and reporting confessions 
are less automatic than in the 
time of Stalin. And from the 
fact that the trial—secret and 
horrible as it was, and accom- 
panied by the torture to death 
of one of those tried—has hap- 
pened so long after the events 
of the Hungarian revolution. 


In truth, one can only con- 
sider the second of these things 
a real cause for solace. It may 
be that “confessions” are no 
longer extorted because they 
are no longer considered con- 
vincing. To say that “the vic- 
tim did not confess” adds a 
macabre note of sincerity to 
the new methods of assassina- 
tion. 


In the free nontotalitarian 
world, as in the Communist, a 
terrible reappraisal of policy is 
going on: and the ideological 
conflicts in the East are match- 
ed by the conflicts over Algeria 
and Cyprus in the West. We 
cannot be complacent about 
these issues—for they involve 
the transformation of imperial- 
ism in the West into some dif- 
ferent system, at the same time 
as there is a tightening of the 
chains of the satellite empires 
in the East.. 


In Light of Truth 


I think, we may say that in 
the West new attempts are be-. 
ing made to resolve the prob- 
lems of Algeria and Cyprus. 
And the outcries of conscience 
in the West are not only against 


, what happens in the Commun- 


ist world: they are also against 
torture and censorship in the 
West | 


Today, superimposed on the 
debates about what we should 
do in the West, there is a 


more fundamental long-term 
discussion going on about 
what we should do if the Free 
World is attacked in a nuclear 
war.. Many people say that it 
is bettér to surrender freedom 
than retaliate in a way which 
might bring life to an end on 
this earth. 

Whatever one may think 
about these things, it is extreme- 
ly important that the debate 
about the H-Bomb and its con- 
sequences should be conducted 
in the light of truth, and not 
in a fog of wishful thinking. 
For this reason, one can con- 
sider that the agony of Hun- 
gary diring and since the rev- 
olution, and the deaths of the 
Hungarian leaders now are not’ 
Wasted. These events have, 
more than any others, prevent- 
ed us from having illusions. 
They have put us into the cen- 
ter of truth. Hungary is a 
microcosm of a. world under 
dictatorship. And the Hunga- 
rian leaders who have now died 
are warnings of what happens 
to leaders who resist the Krem- 
lin—warnings not only to Com- 
munists who may be in danger 
of harboring dangerous 
thoughts, but also to non-Com- 
munists whose minds are free 
to range over the advantages 
and disadvantages of abandon- 
ing their freedoms. 

-In the very difficult times in 
which we live, we have to be 
grateful to everyone who tells, 
or who points to us, the truth. 
And for this reason, besides 
feeling the horror of the death 
of Imre Nagy and his col- 
leagues, and the horror of our 
refusal or inability to save 
them, we also have to thank 
them. They have shed a very 
bright light indeed on the 
minds of the rulers of the neo- 
Stalinist regimes.
